Meehan’s role in the delegation comes 
partly from his participation in the Con 
gressional Ad Hoc Committee on Lrish 
Affairs. 

“T think he’s distinguished himself on 
this issue,” said McCann. “He’s shown 
an interest, but beyond that, he’s shown 
leadership on (the issue).” 

Meehan has also introduced legisla 
tion to create a free-trade zone between 
Northern Ireland and the United States, 
McCann added. 

Though Clinton has devoted signifi 
cant efforts to the peace process in Ire 
land, Meehan is unsure whether that | 
same level of dedication will continue 
with a new leader, said McCann. 

“Tl think Marty’s perspective is that 
President Clinton has done more than 
any other president to foster peace in Ire- | 
land and North Ireland,” added Shor. 
“It’s going to be hard for any subsequent | 
American president to equal Clinton's 
(efforts).” 

The trip is Meehan’s second to Lreland | 
with Clinton. The delegation planned to | 
visit Dublin, Dundalk and Belfast.

Moody’s rates town Aaa 
Town gets top bond rating, figures to save on construction 


By Rebecca Piro 

Town officials unwrapped an early 
Christmas present this week when 
Moody's Investors Service bumped the 
town’s bond rating up to the top-notch 
slot. 

The financial-rating agency awarded 
Andover the Aaa rating after reviewing 
the town’s financial security in terms of 
management, industrial and commercial 
activity and residential development. 
The rating puts the town in an excellent 
position for financing its upcoming pro- 
jects and improves its reputation, says 
Finance Director Tony Torrisi. 

The bump-up will come in handy as 
the town borrows approximately $70 mil- 
lion over the next few years for its major 


construction projects — the new schools, 
the public safety center and the sewer 
project, says Torrisi. With the Aaa rating, 
the town will be able to borrow those 
funds at a low interest rate. 

“(With) the higher rating, investors 
are more comfortable and confident that 
the community can pay its debts and it 
has good management,” Torrisi says. 

Ultimately, that means the taxpayers 
will pay less - probably a couple hundred 
thousand dollars less, he adds. 

On Dec. 1, town officials rented a small 
van and toured the Moody’s representa- 
tive around town, boasting the residen- 
tial developments under construction 
and driving by the big businesses such as 
Genetics Institute and Gillette, says Tor- 
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risi. 

“That was very impressive to him,” he 
says. “It was a signal to us that we might 
have been in line for an upgrade.” 

The town has held an Aal rating since 
1995. The upgrade puts Andover into the 
same category with communities like 
Lexington, Concord and Brookline, and 
Andover is one of only 11 communities in 
Massachusetts that Moody’s has issued a 
Aaa rating, says Torrisi. 

“It’s really quite good company that 
we're in,” he says. “They're well-man- 
aged communities and well respected.” 

That reputation is likely to attract 
more businesses and developers that will 
keep Andover thriving, he adds. 

“Any chief executive (would want to) 
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relocate a business to a triple-A commu- 
nity,” Torrisi says. “It’s a very impres- 
sive piece of information for that develop- 
er or company to have the (Andover) 
address.” 

The new bond rating has already had a 
chance to work its magic, says Torrisi. 
On Tuesday, the town closed bids for bor- 
rowing $10 million it will spend on the 
new schools, the safety center, road 
repairs and sidewalks. The lowest bid 
offered an interest rate of 4.77 percent. 

“For borrowing $10 million, that’s a 
pretty darn good rate to borrow at,” says 
Torrisi. “We would have gotten bids at 
maybe five percent (with the prior Aal 
rating). Even with this sale, we got some 
benefit.”

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Helmet law, baby dropoffs among Finegold’s bills for 2001

A scooter helmet law and the 
“Baby May” bill were among those 
filed in the state legislature last 
Wednesday by Rep. Barry Fine 
gold.

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The scooter provision has been 
a pet cause of Finegold’s since he 
heard about accidents in town dur- 
ing the last year involving young 
people and the scooters, or “go- 
peds,” which do not require a dri- 


ver’s license and can reach speeds of up to 30 
miles per hour. Current law requires children 
under age 13 on bicycles to wear helmets. But, 
says Finegold, “Any child on any type of bike 
should be wearing a helmet.” He'd like to see 
kids on both scooters and bikes wearing a hel 
met until age 16. 

Finegold’s Safe Haven Provision, called the 
Baby May bill after a child abandoned in 
Worcester this past May, would allow young 
and desperate mothers who are considering 
abandoning their infants to instead drop them 
off at a police station, fire station, or emergency 
room. The women would have to identify them- 
selves, but the option would be intended to give 
them time to pull themselves together and get 
help. 

In response to the accusation that the mea- 
sure would encourage abandonment, Finegold 
says, “It’s not about abandonment, it’s about 
saving lives. It’s worked in California, Texas, 
and a lot of other states, and it can work here.” 

Less controversial measures Finegold is 
backing include a limited tax-exemption for 
people caring for elderly persons in their home, 
and an initiative to develop a statewide con- 
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sumer survey that rates nursing homes. Fine 
gold says the latter measure would be an 
improvement over the current “report card” on 
nursing homes issued by the Department of 
Public Health, which does not seek consumer 
input. 

On the environmental front, Finegold is pro- 
moting recycling awareness by proposing that 
the state label, with a green dot, products that 
are made from recycled materials. “Statewide, 
the recycling we're doing isn’t enough,” he says. 

“We're not near the 50-percent mark,” he 
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has a right to be proud this 
Moody's Investors Service has 
ven it its highest rating 

Of course, it’s residents who will benefit 
from the rating, as desired businesses will 
want to stay or relocate to Andover, and 
the town will get the lowest interest rates 
on its large, capital projects 

With two news schools, a safety center 
for police and fire and a huge sewer pro 
approved by the town, that’s no 
mall feat 

But while it’s time for Andover to 
void building any more big-ticket pro 
ects until the current ones are complete, 
the town must continue to plan for the 
future 

Looking to improve the so cailed trian- 
is a particularly worthy idea 
it will likely take the bold deci 
sion of moving the town yard to make 
significant changes to the area. 

Developing the town yard site has the 
potential to expand the downtown area 
substantially. Using the site for a town 
yard is a waste if there are other places 
in town to which the yard can be relocat 
ed 

“That's one of the most valuable 
pieces of land in Andover and we're 
using it to store sand,” notes Rep. Barry 
Finegold 

The public works director is also in 
favor of moving the yard 

Selectmen should again consider such 
a move, even though there is guaranteed 
to be opposition from people who do not 
want the town yard to be moved closer to 
their neighborhood 

Finegold says that both state and fed 
eral funds would likely be available to 
pay for the building of a parking lot or 
garage by the MBTA train station. He 
and others suggest the possibility of a 
private public partnership to create 
more retail space in conjunction with a 
garage 

A larger retail area, combined with 
the work of environmental groups and 
garden clubs to create scenic trails by 
the Shawsheen River, at least has the 
potential to further improve Andover 

It's an idea worth exploring, to see if it 
can develop into something else of which 
the town can be proud.

This letter was posted on rescue site 
of a dog club I belong to, and is timely 
for the holiday season of buying dogs 
as gifts.

Puppy Mills and Pet Shops 

Have you ever wondered where pet 
shops get their puppies? For the most 
part these puppies come from puppy 
mills or puppy farms. 

I do not believe I will ever look at the 
world the same way again. 

This weekend was worse than | had 
imagined, worse than | had ever been 
told to expect. 

I attended my first puppy mill auc- 
tion in Missouri in November. 

There were more than 200 dogs and I 
wanted them all. I wanted to run ranti- 
ng like a mad woman through the dirt 
aisles of stacked cages, a screaming 
pied piper, opening and releasing every 
last one of these imprisoned souls. 

Periodically, I had to escape the

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Improvements eyed by School Councils

School Council presentations continue at the 


next School Committee meeting on Dec. 19, 
with School Improvement Plans being present 
Shawsheen, South, West Middle, and 
Andover High schools 

The councils are composed of principals, 
parents, and teachers who spend hours assess 
ing the strengths and weaknesses of their 
according to state-mandated guide 
lines. West Elementary, Sanborn, Bancroft, and 
Doherty Middle schools presented their plans 
on Nov. 28 

The Bancroft group highlighted, among 
other things, the need for additional seating in 
their library beyond the four tables with bench 
es that were bolted to the floor in far-flung cor 
ners of the room when the school was built in 
1969, when the librarian leads a class in a 
research or other project, according to the par 
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ent presenter, the students must sit on 
the floor, a situation particularly awk- 
ward when trying to teach students 
about new media technologies 

Doherty Middle School had an 
extensive list of staffing requests 
because of increasing enrollment: they 
said they need another seventh-grade 
teacher, another guidance counselor, 
another assistant principal, another 
special education teacher, another 
nurse, another secretary, another cus- 
todian and they would like the teacher 
who is currently serving as an 
extracurricular-activities coordinator 
to receive a stipend for all of the extra 
hours the teacher works. 

West Middle School also includes a 
number of staffing requests in its 
School Improvement Plan. The list of 
full-time staff requests include a sixth- 
grade teacher, an after-school activi 
ties coordinator, a guidance counselor, 
a secretary, an assistant principal, and 
a custodian. Part-time requests 
include teachers of drama, world lan- 
guages, instrumental music, a special- 
needs program head and a licensed 
practical nurse. Space needs continue 
to be ever-present at West Middle, as 
they appear to be at all Andover 
schools. The report makes reference to 
classes conducted in the auditorium,

cafeteria, and hallway 
areas. 

Part of the bud- 
getary requests at 
West include a $3,000 
increase in funding 
for the after-school 
activities program, a 
high priority at the 
school, and $4,000 for 
MCAS-preparation 
materials. 

According to South 
Elementary’s __ plan, 
they have a need for 
an additional _first- 
grade teacher, as well 
as a part-time adjust- 
ment counselor and 
speech and language teacher for the 
special-needs students at South. The 
additional counselor would allow 
South to have a counselor at the school 
five days a week. 

South also has a professional devel- 
opment goal of having 75 percent of its 
teachers proficient in Internet, e-mail, 
the multimedia software HyperStudio, 
and report card conferencing. Addi- 
tionally, media center budget requests 
at the school total over $38,000 per year 
for the next three years, largely to 
meet the goal of upgrading the library 
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A lack of space continues to cause problems, 
such as forcing some classes into hallways, 
according to school improvement plans. 


print collection, 84 percent of which is 
more than 10 years old. 

Professional development is the 
highest priority at Shawsheen School, 
because of the integrated curriculum 
based around school-wide themes, 
according to principal Brenda 
O’Brien. The theme this year is 
“Space,” and the theme next year is 
“Under the Sea.” In order to coordi- 
nate the lessons among diverse sub- 
jects such as music, art, physical edu- 
cation, and core subjects, the school 
needs to hold summer workshops for 
its teachers, as well as 
update meetings 
throughout the year. 

In addition, Shaw- 
sheen is experiment- 
ing with the all-day 
kindergarten option, 
and would like to 
implement one sec- 
tion of “all-day K” 
next fall to replace 
two of the current six 
half-day sections. 

Finally, Shaw- 
sheen would like to 
create additional 
space for delivering 
services such as 
speech, occupational 
and physical therapy 
to special-needs 
preschool _ students. 
Shawsheen provides 
these services to spe- 
cial-needs preschool- 
ers throughout 
Andover, and = cur- 
rently 65 such stu- 
dents beyond those 
actually enrolled at 
Shawsheen come to 
the school for these 
services. 

The school propos- 
es to install flooring 
in a second-story loft 
area for this purpose. 

Council members 
hope that the bur- 
geoning space needs 
at Andover schools 
will be alleviated 
when the new ele 
mentary and middle 
schools open in 2002.

the math portion of the test, and 
49 failed the English portion, out 
of 388 who took the test. 

But Andover High Principal 
Peter Anderson said _ that 
because these students did not 
need to pass the test to graduate, 
these results are not a good indi- 
cation of students’ abilities. 
“You'll get a better indication 
next spring, when it’s tied to 
graduation,” he said. 

(The current class of tenth- 
graders, who will take the test 
in spring 2001, will be the first 
class for whom the test counts 
toward graduation, in 2003.) 

Anderson’s thesis seemed to 
be supported by a group of 
juniors in the less formal setting 
of Bruegger’s Bagels, where five 
girls seated around a table sip- 
ping coffee uniformly confessed 
to feelings of apathy and annoy- 
ance about the test. 

“When we first started to 
take the test, I tried,” said 
Caitlin Rubenstein. “But it was 
so long that by the end I didn’t 
care anymore.” 

Kaitlin Haugh agreed. “I read 
in the paper about students 
doing bad on the test as a form 
of silent protest,” she said. “We 
didn’t protest, we just didn’t

said Kara Spang, referring to 
the open response questions on 
the test. The other girls nodded 
in agreement. “Or we wrote lit- 
tle stories.” 

“Some of the questions were 
just ridiculous,” Spang contin- 
ued. “They were on things we 
never heard of and never stud- 
ied. I have a friend who failed, 
and she gets almost all B’s.” 

Elysia Yet complained about 
class time lost because of the 
test. “Some of us were in mixed 
classes with kids from other 
grades who weren't taking the 
test,” she said, “and those class- 
es just went on, and we had to 
catch up after the test.” 

“If this counted toward our 
graduation, we'd have had a dif- 


ferent attitude,” said Amy Gal- 
luzzo. “We'd still be mad, but 
we'd have tried harder.” 

Two sophomores present at 
the high school interview will 
be taking the tenth-grade exam 
this coming spring, and they are 
part of the first class that needs 
to pass the test in order to grad- 
uate. They took the eighth-grade 
test in 1999. 

“I thought (the eighth-grade 
test) was painfully long and dif- 
ficult,” said Sean Bartley, 15. 
“And I don’t like the way our 
teachers have had to teach to 
the test. Every Friday was like 
‘MCAS Day,’ and that’s all we 
would learn about in our class- 
es. Our teachers stressed it, 
because they understand that 


its a_ reflec- 
tion of the job 
they're 
doing.”

“If 
you're having a bad week or a 
bad day on the test, it shouldn't 
reflect on three years of learn 
ing,” she said. 

The students also comment 


ed at length about the amount of 


time spent preparing for and 
taking the test. 

“Everything in our classes 
stopped for two weeks, and then 
we had to pick up where we left 
off afterward,” said Palotta, who 
also noted the heavy writing 
requirement on the test. “We 
wrote 13 essays in two weeks.” 

For sophomores, pointed out 
Woo, “It takes two weeks out of 
their year when they're prepar 
ing for the SATs, which matter

for their college.” 

Sophomores generally take 
the PSATs that year in prepara 
tion for the SATs. 

Junior Andrew Ong, 15, who 
took the tenth-grade test this 
past spring, said that for that 
reason, and because his class 
does not need the test to gradu- 
ate, it spent less time in prepara: 
tion. “It didn’t really count,” he 
said, “so our teachers didn't 
spend that much time on it. We 
were preparing for the SATs.” 

“The amount of time that 
goes into them is amazing,” said 
Bartley. “I have no problem 
with standardized testing, but | 
have a problem with the way 
they're doing it here (in Massa- 
chusetts).” 

Woo agreed. “We're not com- 
pletely against them,” she said. 
“We're just struck by the way 
they're presented.”

MIT students propose more than just parking garage to improve area 


River cleanup, affordable housing seen for ‘triangle area’

Some residents have probably never 
realized that the Shawsheen River runs 
just behind Railroad Street. 

Others may have never dreamed 
that the old mill buildings could be ren- 
ovated into affordable housing. 

These are realities that several grad- 
uate students from MIT believe deserve 
the town’s attention. They want to turn 
what they call the triangle area — the 
land between North Main Street, Essex 
Street and the Shawsheen River - into 
a thriving, attractive area of town. 

The students spent a semester inter- 
viewing triangle residents and busi- 
ness owners to discover ways to 
improve the uses and appearance of the 
area. They presented their results at a 


say they want to ponder. 

The triangle area has many assets, 
says student Wendy  Jastremski, 
including the Shawsheen River and the 
old mill architecture. But those assets 
are underutilized, she says. The river 
banks are littered and hidden by brush, 
and the mill buildings could be better 
used for something like affordable 
housing. 

“The river area is a hidden jewel,” 
says student Meghan Horl. “The river 
banks are not being used to their high- 
est potential. It (would be) fairly easy to 
make the river more inviting and wel- 
coming.” Simple changes, such as 
increasing the accessibility to the 
waterfront, would draw more people to 
the natural resource, she adds.

tor, disagrees that a four-story parking garage is the 
best solution to the parking crunch. Not only would a 
looming building be unattractive, but it is more 
appropriate for a city than a suburb, he says. 

“A (four-story) parking garage there just doesn’t 
fit,” says Costanzo. “It would damage the neighbor- 
hood there... from an urban design point of view.” 

Instead, Costanzo’s MVRTA proposes a two-level 
parking deck to be constructed over the current town 
yard, located off Pearson and Lewis Streets. The town 
yard could still operate from beneath the parking 
structure. MVRTA’s other suggestion is that a two- 
level parking deck be constructed on the current com- 
muter-lot site. 

The MVRTA’s plans also include minor parking 
additions to the Ballardvale station and the construc- 
tion of a major parking facility in Lawrence. 

But a parking structure over the town yard doesn’t 
appeal to Public Works Director Jack Petkus. 

“Pm not saying it can’t be done,” he says. 
“(But) right now, we're tight for space, and any- 
thing that takes away maneuvering room is 


ment underneath, would make the project a diffi- 
cult one, Petkus says. 

Petkus would rather see the town act on an 
idea that has been suggested for a long time, and 
is supported by Finegold — to move the town 
yard from its current location to a new one, and 
take it out of the equation. However, that option 


says. 


“T think the town should move the town yard to 
another location, and we should build a full facility 
there,” which would include parking and retail 
stores, Finegold says. 

“Not only would it solve the problem of commuter- 
rail parking, but it would also solve (the problem of) 
downtown parking,” he adds. 

Finegold wants to see the selectmen take firm 
action on the MVRTA options before them. 

“We're never going to have a full consensus on 
anything we do,” he says. “These are quality-of-life 
issues. We have a lot of people that choose to live in 
Andover because they can commute into Boston. It’s 
not going to be easy, but we need to come together to 
find (a) solution.” 

Resident and architect Bill Holt, who attended the 
MIT students’ presentation, agrees that parking is 
one of the biggest problems facing Railroad Street. 

“T am a commuter, and I gave up and (started tak- 


ing) the bus,” he said. 

However, Holt disagrees that structured parking is 
the solution. 

“(Garages) tend to be kind of creepy places after 
hours,” he says. They are also a very urban solution 
and the town should preserve its suburban feel, he | 
adds. 

Instead, Holt wonders if anyone had ever consid: | 
ered moving the rail station to the opposite side of | 
Essex Street. 

While the student groups say they have not enter- | 
tained the possibility, Costanzo says that MVRTA| 
thought about it and then turned it down. 

“I think we looked at (that alternative), but there 
was something about the site that made us move 
away from that,” such as environmental concerns, | 
says Costanzo. “It didn’t jump out at us as an alterna: | 
tive.” 

If there are to be some improvements anytime 
soon, the next step is for selectmen to decide | 
what they want to do with the proposals, says | 
Costanzo. He will meet with the board on Mon-| 
day, Dec. 18 to review the MVRTA’s suggestions. 

“Really, the selectmen just have to decide if 
they want to pursue this,” says Costanzo. 

Planning Director Steve Colyer, who is also a | 
board member for the MVRTA study, wants to | 
wait and see what Lawrence says about 
MVRTA’s plans before he supports any parking | 
solutions in Andover, whether from the MVRTA 
or the students. 

“I want to see how Lawrence reacts to the 
(plan) before I would move forward on support- 
ing structured parking,” Colyer says. 

The selectmen will also have the choice of}

Hasmonean. Mattathias, a 
devoted Jew who refused to 
remain inactive as the Holy 
Temple of his religion was 
defiled, organized his five sons 
and a small army of Jews and led 
a rebellion against the Syrian 
army. After a three-year battle 
and many skirmishes, Mat- 
tathias and his followers defeat- 
ed the Syrians and headed 
toward Jerusalem to liberate 
and reclaim their Holy Temple. 
The Jewish troops wept when 
they observed the state of the 
Temple. Greek idols had been 
placed inside of the building, 
and Antiochus had _— even 
arranged for pigs (a forbidden 
meat for Jews) to be sacrificed 
within the Temple.

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HANUKKAH MEMORIES 
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struck me about Israel was the almost complete 
absence of Christmas and its decorations. An 
entry from my journal on Dec. 24, 1997, reads. 
“It's Christmas Eve, although you can hardly 
tell in Israel. There are no Christmas lights or 
trees. Contrarily, there are menorahs (the can- 
delabra in which Jews light their Hanukkah 
candles) everywhere.” 

I, like any American would be, was shocked 
to be in a place in December that was almost 
completely devoid of all Christmas decoration. 
Even more shocking, however, was to think of 
the long, proud and sometimes tragic history of 
the Jewish people. During my trip, I was com- 
pletely cognizant of the fact that I was standing 
on land that my ancestors had fought for thou- 
sands of years ago. Of course, the Jewish people 
have not been in possession of Israel or 
Jerusalem continuously since the battles with 
the Syrians in the second century B.C.E. In fact, 
the Jews were exiled in 70 C.E. and did not 
return to Israel until 1948! For centuries, pious 
Jews had been praying with complete devotion 


Just to be allowed to once see the land so meticu- 


lously detailed and praised in their Bible; many 
had been unable, due to political circumstances. 
while I was given the opportunity to see the 
amazing sites of a land so holy to Jews. Could 
there be a greater miracle on Hanukkah, the hol- 
iday of miracles, than to be given the opportuni- 
ty to see, touch and smell sites so important to 
one’s people? 

One of the most amazing experiences I had 
while in Israel was visiting the Western Wall. 
Historically, the Western Wall was one of the 
walls that surrounded the Temple Mount. Both 
the First Temple and the Second Temple, which 
was built in 516 B.C.E. because the First Temple

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had been destroyed, were built on the Temple 
Mount. When Rome destroyed the Second Tem- 
ple in 70 of the Common Era, the Western Wall 
remained standing. 

“For the Jews, this remnant of what was the 
most sacred building in the Jewish world quick- 
ly became the holiest spot in Jewish life. 
Throughout the centuries, Jews from through- 
out the world made the difficult pilgrimage to 
Palestine and immediately headed for the Kotel 
ha Ma’aravi (Western Wall) to thank God,” says 
Rabbi Joseph Telushkin in his work “Jewish 
Literacy.” 

During my trip, I was actually able to visit 
the wail that had once surrounded the very 
same Temple that Mattathias, his sons and his 
small army had fought to reclaim so many years 
ago. Although I was only a college student with- 
out a full awareness of Jewish history, the mag- 
nitude and meaning of the Western Wall over- 
whelmed me; I think that my journal entry from 
that day, although very personal and slightly 
embarrassing, best reveals what the trip meant 
to me. 

Dec. 26, 1997: “By far the most breathtaking 
part of the day, and the trip, was our voyage to 
the Western Wall in Jerusalem. The Wall itself 
is huge, and hundreds of Jews were in its vicini- 
ty, many of them touching it while praying. I 
was so overwhelmed that I couldn’t stop taking 
pictures. When | finally got to the Wall, I wrote a 
prayer for my family, friends and our general 
society and then jammed it in the cracks of the 
Wall (it is a tradition for Jews to write out 
prayers and then put them in the cracks. Hun- 
dreds, if not thousands, of such notes are always 
present). Then I said a long, personal prayer 
while kneeling at the Wall and touching it. I 
can’t accurately describe how unbelievable it 
felt, but I'll try. I've never felt closer to God or 
the Jewish people. As I touched the Wall, I felt as

local residents are spending a significant por- 
tion of their time working hard to help others. 
Al Kountze, a 62-year-old who has lived in 
Andover for 18 years, is a good example of 
someone who donates time and energy toward 
community service. Mr. Kountze, who is cur- 
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rently in his ninth year of working with the 
United Way, is an executive account manager 
for the charitable organization. 

“I go into various businesses in the area 
and basically fund raise,” says Mr. Kountze. 

Mr. Kountze helps businesses organize 
internal campaigns to raise money for the var- 
ious agencies that receive funding from the 
United Way. He often addresses businesses 
directly, and he also brings people from the 
nonprofit agencies to speak with them. 

The experience Mr. Kountze has accumulat- 
ed helps him to mentor younger volunteers. 

“Because I’ve been doing it for so long, I’m 
probably the senior person in the organiza- 
tion,” says Mr. Kountze with a laugh. “My 
nickname around the office is ‘Uncle Al,’ 
because I have the gray hair and (many of the 


other volunteers) are (only) one year out of 


school.” 

Having the opportunity to work with 
younger people is one part of his volunteer 
work that Mr. Kountze really relishes. 

“The kids are so bright, and they are so 
hungry to learn. They keep me on my toes,” he 
says. 

Mr. Kountze first became involved with the 
United Way after working for Nynex (formerly 
New England Telephone) for almost 30 years. 
During his last year with the company, Mr. 
Kountze was a “loaned executive,” meaning 
that Nynex paid for him to volunteer with the 
United Way in Lawrence for four months. The 
loaned executive program gave Mr. Kountze 
an in-depth look at the work being done at the 
United Way. 

“I saw directly how much (the people volun- 
teering at the United Way) help. When I saw 
what good these people were doing, what long 
hours they were working, I was impressed,” 
he says. 
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United Way volunteers such as Mr. Kountze 
are providing local agencies with a valuable 
service, because without the United Way's 
assistance, many agencies would have to 
spend less time helping their local community 
and more time raising funds. The volunteer 
effort also saves local agencies money, because 
they might otherwise be forced to hand over 
some of the money collected to a professional 
fund-raiser. The United Way gives a high per 
centage of the money it collects directly to its 
agencies, according to Mr. Kountze. 


“The United Way is made up primarily of 


volunteers, so about 88 cents on the dollar goes 
directly to the agency,” says Mr. Kountze. 

The United Way’s fund-raising efforts go 
from September to January, and during this 
time, Mr. Kountze usually volunteers around 
25 to 30 hours a week. However, this is not the 
only volunteer work Mr. Kountze does. He is 
also a volunteer with the Massachusetts Asso 
ciation of Partners in Education, an organiza- 
tion that helps public schools develop 
resources. As a board member, Mr. Kountze 
attempts to “show (schools) how to reach out 
to businesses, how to reach out to communi 
ties,” he says. 

Whether volunteering for the Massachu- 
setts Association of Partners in Education or 
for the United Way, Mr. Kountze says that 
donating time and energy for free can some 
times lend a certain credibility to an organiza- 
tion. 

“When I go out to make a presentation, it’s 
a much easier sell than it is for a person who 
is on the payroll. They say, ‘If this guy is will- 
ing to spend so much time doing this, maybe 
there is something to it,”” says Mr. Kountze. 

He plans to keep volunteering at the United 
Way for at least two more years.

“| just don't believe in retirement,” he says. 
“I look at this as another career.” 

Even if people initially volunteer for the 
wrong reasons, they might end up doing it for 
the right reasons, according to Mr. Kountze. 

“A lot of people come in selfishly, just want- 
ing to stay busy. Once they come in, they 
become more and more involved,” he says. 

Theresa Manganelli, a 44-year-old who has 
lived in Wilmington for 14 years, seems to be

volunteering for the right reasons. 

“You just volunteer because it is something 
you can do,” she says. 

Ms. Manganelli’s volunteer service is done 
with the Wilmington Community Fund. The 
fund is an all-volunteer organization that has 
been in existence for well over 50 years. 
According to Ms. Manganelli, the original mis- 
sion of the fund was “to help people in Wilm- 
ington in times of crisis.” 

The opening of a new food pantry in Wilm- 
ington nine years ago is what first made Ms. 
Manganelli become involved with the Wilm- 
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ington Community Fund. 

“Tt just blew me away that there were peo- 
ple in Wilmington who needed food,” she says. 

Further investigation soon proved to Ms. 
Manganelli that the community fund was 
involved in a worthwhile endeavor. 

“The way the food pantry was run was so 
impressive. It was so upbeat, full of laughing 
and joking - everyone usually left with a smile 
on their face .. I thought that was quite an 
achievement, since they had come in feeling 
pretty low,” says Ms. Manganelli. 

Ms. Manganelli is now treasurer of the com- 
munity fund and chairperson of the relief com- 
mittee. The relief committee operates within 
the community fund that allocates money for 
people who “just don’t know where to turn,” 
says Ms. Manganelli. The holiday season is 
one of the busiest seasons for members of the 
community fund. 

“This is our busiest time right now, when 
people need oil to heat their homes and they 
are trying to do Christmas shopping,” says 
Ms. Manganelli. 

Although she also works part time and is 
the mother of three, Ms. Manganelli notes 
that, during the holiday season, she often vol- 
unteers 40 hours of her time per week. During 
the rest of the year, she volunteers five or six 
hours a week. 

The fund also runs an “adopt-a-family” pro- 
gram for the holiday season to ensure that 
lower income families make it through the 
holiday season with- 
out enduring major 
hardships. Ms. Man- 
ganelli says that a 
great deal of paper- 
work must be filled 
out to maintain the 
program and that a lot 
of work is necessary 
to protect the privacy 
of the recipients. 

One of the reasons 
Ms. Manganelli volun- 
teers is because of 
how lucky she feels to 
be part of a loving 
family. 

“(Community _ ser- 
vice) makes me feel 
like I can look around 
at my husband and 
my kids and think, 
‘It’s OK, I'm paying 
for it in other areas.’ I 
think I'm ‘paying it 
forward,” says Ms. 
Manganelli with a 
laugh. 

Ms. Manganelli 
also enjoys volunteer- 
ing because of the 
camaraderie and 
friendship among the 
14 members of the 
board of the Wilming- 
ton Community Fund. 

“Tt's just a_ real 
happy, goofy group. 
We all work together 
and we all do our 
share,” she says. 

As for her own con- 
tribution, Ms. Man- 
ganelli remains quite 
humble. 

“I wouldn’t take 
any credit for having 
made any huge differ- 
ence - I just do what 
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needs to be done in our little corner of the 
world,” Ms. Manganelli says. “If I didn’t have 
the strength of the community fund behind 
me, I could never have done what I’ve done.” 
Jack Flynn, a 63-year-old who has resided 
in Andover for the last 30 years, is also doing 
what he can to improve his little corner of the 
world. For the last two years, Mr. Flynn has 
volunteered for the Gillette Retiree Outreach 
Program. GROUP, as it is known, is an organi- 
zation of Gillette company retirees who volun 


teer their time and talents to a wide range of 


activities. The organization is sponsored and 
funded by The Gillette Company. 

Mr. Flynn is part of the leadership team for 
GROUP, and his main responsibility is help 
ing to run programs at the Community Day 
Charter School in Lawrence. Three Gillette 
retirees volunteer at the charter school. 

“I am the contact person for the Gillette 
people, as well as being a volunteer myself,” 
says Mr. Flynn. 

Mr. Flynn also calls new Gillette retirees to 
see if they are interested in volunteering at 
the charter school. One program that Mr. 
Flynn and the other GROUP volunteers are 
involved in is a mentoring program at the 
school. Some of the students need the extra 
guidance that an experienced mentor can pro 
vide. 

“They may be very good students but per 
haps they can’t get help from home,” says Mr.

“You can kind of get 
into it because you 
find yourself a part of 
it,” says Mr. Flynn. 

Why has Mr. Flynn, 
who retired as 
research and develop- 
ment director at 
Gillette in 1991, 
become so involved in 
serving the communi- 
ty?

Getting out of Dodge 
has its advantages. 


Who am I today? 

That is the question to ask 
every holiday morning. 
When beset by a houseful of 
guests, one woman can be a 
wife, a mother, a sister, a 


daughter, a cousin, a grand- 
daughter, a best friend, a 
daughter-in-law and a sister- 
in-law simultaneously. 

(OK, OK, men can have 
these multiple roles, too, but 
give me this one.) 

Licensed psychologist Jan 
Ford Mustin advises taking 
a moment to focus on who 
you are at this gathering. 
Decisions about behavior 
and loyalty flow easily from 
that focus, she adds. Sure, 
you may be having the in- 
laws over, but first and fore- 
most, this is your house and 
ergo, your rules. Related to 
smokers? Let them know 
ahead of time smoking is 
only permitted outside.

Working with your youngest 
on not sucking his thumb?

Nope, and neither is Dr. 
Ruth, Joyce Brothers or 
Billy Graham. 

Remember, expectations 
for a perfect feast, flawless 
fellowship and warm cama- 
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raderie have a snowball's 
chance of happening. So let 
them go, counsels’ Ms. 
Mustin. Taking a proactive 
approach to the holidays can 
eliminate unnecessary peo 
ple-pleasing and _ stress. 
Announce at the beginning 
of the day or in a letter 
beforehand that it is fine 
with you if Uncle Festus 
watches football, 
Cousin Antonio is glued 
to an opera CD and 
Grandmother Dorothy 
knits on the porch. Take 
the tact that this is a 
true holiday for you and 
your guests. By accept- 
ing others and _ their 
foibles, you release the 
normally springloaded 
family tension. 


Why is everyone so 
cranky? 

Could be the rich food 
or the change in routine 
or the company. Ever 
occur to you that your 
family and friends may 
be uncomfortable 
intimidated even by 
the assembly? The per- 
fectionism trap is not 
just set for a hostess. 
Some seemingly big 
egos actually mask per- 
sonal inferiority. But, 
does the source of the 
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bad behavior matter? Not a 
whit. 

Behaving badly is one 
way to release the anxiety 
and over- (circle one: drink- 
ing, eating, talking) is anoth- 
er.

Time for a change. 

Use the frustrations of 
this vear’s gathering to cata- 
pult yourself into a new 
plan.

Absent 
life-changing events (death, 
divorce, illness) as an expla- 
nation for mood and behav- 
ior changes, SAD may be the 
problem. 

The Mayo Clinic Health 
Oasis reports that an esti- 
mated 10 million to 25 mil- 
lion Americans experience 
SAD, a_ depression _ that 
occurs in seasons with less 
sunlight. Women are more 
likely to be affected than 
men. SAD occurs in all cor- 
ners, from northern coun- 
tries to India. 

Lifestyle changes such as 
increased light in the home, 
outdoor exercise, winter vaca- 
tions in sunny locations and 
stress Management are com- 
mon treatments. Seek profes- 
sional help if you experience 
seasonal mood changes. 
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Let's give ‘em something 
to talk about. 

Sometimes, gathering 
around a holiday hearth 
means having those chats 
you would just as soon 
duck. Plan to carpe the 
diem, as it were, and take 
advantage of being face-to- 
face with a friend or rela- 
tive with whom your 
accounts are less than set- 
tled.
